Howard  W.  Stepp,  Chairman  of  the  Princeton  Develop- 
ment Council  and  Director  of  the  Princeton  University 
Summer  Camp,  who  at  42 — with  18  years  of  service  be- 
hind him  as  coach  of  swimming — is  the  dean  of  all 
active  Princeton  coaches.  Recently  named  Assistant  Di- 
rector of  the  University's  Department  of  Intercollegiate 
Athletics,  Stepp,  ever  widening  the  scope  of  his  respon- 
sibilities, stands  forth  as  one  of  this  community's  most 
versatile  members. 

A  native  of  East  Haven,  Conn.,  and  assistant  to  Yale's 
Robert  Kiputh,  the  greatest  of  all  American  teachers  or 
swimming,  when  he  was  summoned  to  Old  Nassau,  Stepp 
succeeded  the  late  Frank  J.  Sullivan  in  1928  and  shortly 
thereafter  Brokaw  Pool  became  known  as  "Stepp's  Ocean." 
He  has  since  sent  his  teams  into  159  meets  and  they  have 
emerged  victorious  from  122  of  them  for  a  winning  per- 
centage of  .767,  one  of  the  most  sensational  won-and-lost 
records  in  the  century-long  history  of  Princeton   sports. 

Stepp's  reputation  transcends  national  boundaries.  In 
1937,  Poland  called  upon  him  for  assistance  and,  until 
war  surged  over  Europe,  he  devoted  six  months  each  year 
to  advising  the  Polish  Government  in  physical  education 
and  recreation  as  well  as  planning  the  Polish  Olympic 
program.  Former  president  of  the  New  Jersey  A.A.U., 
he  is  one  of  the  wheelhorses  of  the  various  committees 
charged  with  the  supervision  of  all  swimming  contests. 

Acting  Director  of  Princeton  Athletics  during  the 
closing  stages  of  World  War  II,  his  wartime  achieve- 
ments included  two  terms  in  the  New  Jersey  Assembly, 
representing  Mercer  County;  chairmanship  of  the  State's 
Polish  Relief  Commission;  membership  on  the  New  Jersey 
Defense  Council;  and  supervision  of  vital  American  Red 
Cross  activities.  A  trustee  of  the  Princeton  Country  Day 
School  and  a  power  in  County  Republican  circles,  his 
efforts  made  it  possible  for  the  University  Summer  Camp 
to  re-open  this  month  at  Blairstown  for  the  benefit  of  256 
underprivileged  boys  from  New  Jersey  and  New  York.
